THE COLOGNE CARNIVAL. 

Features of thn Rhenish Celebration 
and Its Legendary Suggestion. 

The carnival, which on the Rivera 
has resolved itself into a mere dis- 
play of tourist extravagance, and in 
Italy has sunk to the level of street 
rowdyism, still holds its ground in 
some parts (if (Germany asafestival of 
historic and artistic importance. The 
Dusscldovf "masques" are already 
well known, and have been often de- 
scribed; less visited, and consequent- 
ly less touched by modern innova- 
tion, are the rites of carnival as ob- 
served at Cologne, whose Rose Mon- 
day procession still winds round the 
Dom-platz as it did before the Dom 
had replaced the Petrus-Kirche of 
tho tenth century — possibly before 
the Petrns-Kircho succeeded to the 
old Temple of Jupiter, occupying 
the same sito till the days of Coustan- 
tine. 

The Cologne carnival to-day is a 
lineal descendant of the Roman Sat- 
urnalia, which followed in the wake 
of Claudius and Agrippina, when 
they held court at Colonia, the birth- 
place of the empress. The Roman 
Catholic church, which has ever been 
specially successful in adaptingto her 
own ends the existing materials of 
other systems, incorporated the wild 
revelry of her Roman converts into 
her legitimate round of observances 
connected with the Christian year, 
and so brought about a compromise 
betvteon heathen license and Chris- 
tian austerity, which was a master 
stroke of policy. Centuries later, "in 
the grievous falling away of north- 
ern Europe from Catholicism through 
the baneful influence of Luther," the 
carnival again came forward as a 
permissible indulgence to such of 
the faithful as should undertake to 

and to "keep the balance true" an. n- 

sidemble latitude in morale and man- 
ners was winked at by the priests, 
and obliterated by the ashes of the 
Lenten penance. 

Again in the early years of this cen- 
tury the Herman carnival revived as 
the nation regained itselastieit v attei 
the wars of Napoleon. In 18X3 the 
floating traditions and historical, or 
rather old-age. observances of car- 
nival were collected and rerfttccd to 
a system, which 1ms ever since been 
used in the Rhenish celebration as 
year by year the season conies round 
for "Prince Carnival" to occupy his 
three-duys' throne. There is no city 
in Europe which is more steeped in 
legend than Cologne, and the under- 
lying meaning of many of the car- 
nival features preserves the whole 
from becoming vulgarized, as things 
are vulgarized nowadays, by public- 
ity and extravagance. In the Rose 
Monday procession there are numer- 
ous touches of history; the hearty, 
blooming young countrywomen who 
precede the Stadt-Thurm are a sur- 
vival from the third century, of St. 
Ursula's companions in travel and 
martyrdom, the Ileiligen-Magde; the 
Stadt-Thurm itself is a model of one 
if tb? town towers as KoelholT must 
lave known it when he printed his 
Cornica van der hilligcn Stat Cool 
»n" in 1500; the city flag on its top 
iears the 11 ermines which St. Ur- 
sula brought ns her cognizance from 
England. The Funken troops who 
guard the whole are dressed 4n "

A FURIOUS SWORD FIGHT. 

M.irveloua Skill Displayed at Thome 
guex-Pini Duel in Paris,

It 
was trltneONd by a host Of sight- 
seers, all gathered near the slant! of 
the Saint-Qucn race course. In the 
crowd wore many photographers tak- 
ing snap-shots, and one of them had 
n kincloscope, which took in the com- 
bat from start to finish, just as in the 
case of Corbctt and Kitzsimmons. 
Tito cause of the duel was trivial, and 
it is now admitted thai, it was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

At about two p. m. the principals, 
with their seconds and surgeons, ar- 
rived. Pini was first upon the ground. 
Uc appeared to be delighted and 
warmly shook the hands of many 
friends, while the photographers 
opened the lire upon him, takinghim 
in front, in the roar, and on the flank. 
Immediately afterwards Thomc- 
guex appeared, lie was smiling, nnd, 
like Pini, greeted his friends while 
the snupshooters aimed at him. 

The grave responsibility of direct- 
ing the combat, or, in other words, 
acting as referee, fell upon M.Oorges 
Breittmayer. When t he swords were 
crossed and the usual: "Go gentle- 
men!" was pronounced, the fight be- 
gan. M. Thomcguex, in a threaten- 
ing style, held his weapon well in lino, 
and, advancing, made several feinb 
lor an opening. M. Pini remained on 
the defensive, evidently watching for 
a chance for a deadly riposte, but for- 
tune did not favor him. N <>vet t he 
less, in this bout ho disarmed his ad- 
versity. He saluted; his salute wnf 
returned, and the battle was renewed 
with vigor. Evidently tho men were 
evenly matched. The 6econd bout, 
was withonl incident, beyond giving 
an exhibition of splendid swordsman 
ship. 

In the third bout Thonu gnex, fan 
eying he hud wounded Pini in lln 
arm, lowered his weapon. Tho Sur 
goons rushed in and found that Pini 
was not touched. 

The fourth bout was furious. 
With lightning rapidity Pini drove 
his weapon at Thomcguex's chest, 
but a vigorous parry sent it to 
ground. The point landed o 
stone. The sword was bent like ^ 
reed and rendered worthless. An- 
other sword was handed to tho Italian 
professor, and the fifth bout was 
without incident. The combatants 
were winded. 

In ihe sixth bout the Sgbt w« 
stopped by the seconds, who believed 
that'll. Pini was wounded in theiinii. 
Ho was unhurt. 

The duelists now faced each other 
for tho seventh bout. They pounded 
at each other, lunging with wonderful 
force and parrying with equal skill, 
until tho point of Pini's weapon 
reached the guard of Thomcguex's, 
and for the second time tho former's 
weapon was bent. 

After a little time it was repaired, 
and the eighth bout was begun with 
furious attacks on the part of Thome- 
guex. Pini gave ground, watching 
for a riposte. Apparently his chance 
presented itseif, and he sent in a ter- 
rific thrust at Thomeguex's breast. 
Some of the spectators shuddered, 
and many of them thought that the 
man had been run through, or at 
least badly wounded; but a parry that 
is described as "something mnrvel- 
ous" by the experts who saw it, saved 
him, and when tho seconds and sur- 
geons rushed in they found him un- 
hurt and smiling.

shaping the rail and tho latter for 
Consolidating purposes. Paper ear 
wheels have lieen in use' for many 
years, and have given satisfaction. It 
is not assuming too much to antici- 
pate satisfactory results with paper 
rails. Tho iron or steel rails now 
in use are by no means free from de- 
fects. Tho metal is always more or 
less affected by the condition of the 
atmosphere, and accidents are fre- 
quently traced to the warping, con- 
traction or expansion of rails. 

Again, there arc flaws and simi- 
lar imperfections in rails of tho metal- 
lic order, and these often give trouble. 
Tho heavy locomotives and other roll- 
ing stock of these days require ex- 
traordinarily large and heavy rails, 
consequently the rails cannot be 
made very long, as the weight would 
bo too much. The paper rails arc less 
than one-half lighter for the same 
length and size, so that, so far as the 
weight question is concerned, the 
length of tho latter can he twice that 
of the iron or steel rail. This obvi- 
fites the use of just so many joints, 
dispenses with so many bolts and con- 
nections, and relieves the wheels of 
the car from just so many shocks. 

The process of manufacturing the 
rails is not difficult when once the 
ssary compressive apparatus is 
available, as the solidifying operation 
is probably the main part of the whole 
work. The composition of tho rails 
includes several varieties of the pa- 
per pulp stock. Wood pulp has not 
been tried with any marked success 
as yet, but ordinary pulp from rags, 
rope stock, etc., answers the purpose 
The processesof grinding, cooking,di- 
gesting and working the rags into 
a pulpy condition are accomplished 
in regular order, care being taken to 
M. F. SHRYER have stock uniform in preparation. 

and the fibers as well preserved as 
possible. When in a pulpy condition 
the ingredients for stiffening the rail 
and rendering it tough and efficient, 
so as to stand excessive wear and fric- 
tion from the wheels, and for impart- 
ing elasticity, smoothness and other 
needed requirements, are applied. So 
varied have these been that no defi- 
nite proportions of any of the sub- 
stances are procurable. 

Quantities of borax, paraffine wax. 
tanners' grease, waterproof lish gl ue, 
resin and fine cement are employed 
in necessary proportions, and are add 
ed to the pulp while it is yet warm. 
Mixing follows, and the ingredients 
are thoroughly combined with the 
fiber. A quantity of shellac and wood 
alcohol is next put into tho mixture, 
and tho mass is subjected to another 
stirring and then permitted to settle. 

The paper rails are strong, dur- 
able, can be bent for curves like other 
rails, and possess tho advantage of 
lightness and increased length, be- 
sides being easier for the wheels and 
cars, and having other points of su- 
periority. Their cost is said to be 
30 per cent, less than that of steel. 
They are adaptable for both paper 
and iron car wheels. — Paper Trade 
Journal. *Mg | 

The Newspaper Extra. 
Doubtless few know that the New 
York Journal of Commerce originat- 
ed what is popularly known as a news- 
paper extra. When this occurred 
times were troublesome in Europe, 
and the great revolution of 1830 was 
approaching. Naturally America 
was anxious for early news, and all 
the newspapers of New York equipped 
small boats that cruised about tin 
harbor, waylaying the largo packet 
vessels arriving from abroad to get the 
tidings. The Journal of Commerce 
' cd the plan of sending out a 
small schooner to intercept the pack- 
ets two or three days ahead of their 
arrival. The originators of the plan 
were laughed at, and told that it 
would in the end ruin them. Re- 
sults proved otherwise, however, and 
telegraph an- 
le schooner in tho offing, 
coming up the bay, the 
Id gather around tho office 
of the paper. They had to wait un- 
il the extra evening edition was 
sady, and then one of tho partners 
ouhl somet imes read the news aloud 
to hundreds of citizens, while thou- 
sands of copies wero sold. This 
was tho first American news 
boat of an y size. — Boston B udget. 
The Hist ory of Tacitus.

MOUNTAINEER^ BLONDNESS, 

A Strange Fact Educed by Scientific 
Scholars. 

One example, tending to prove that 
in mountainous areas of isolation 
some cause is at work which tends to 
disturb racial equilibrium in the color 
of the hair and eyes, is drawn from I >r. 
Levi's monumental treatise on the 
anthropology of Italv. In entire in- 
dependence of mv own inference*, 
writes Prof. William Z. Ripley, in the 
Popular Science Monthly, liearri ' 
nt an identical conclusion that bio 
Um somehow is favored by a mo 
tainous environment. From ft study 
of 300,000 recruits he found that 11 
out of the Ifl com parti men 
which Italy is divided conformed to 
this law. There was generally from 
four to five per cent, more blondn 
above the 100-meter line of elevation 
than below it. The true significance 
of these figures is greater than at first 
appears, for we have again to con- 
sider the contrasts in the light ol 
racial probability. In northern Italy 
the mountains ought to be lighter 
than the plains, bemuse the Alps are 
hero as elsewhere a stronghold of a 
racial type relatively blond as com- 
pared with the Mediterranean bru- 
nettes. Environment and race hero 
joiu hands to produce greater blond- 
ness in the mountains. It is in the 
south of Italy that the two work in 
opposition, and here we turn for test 
of our law. In the south the moun- 
tains should contain the Mediterra- 
nean brunette type in relatively un- 
disturbed purity, for the northern 
blonds arc more frequent in the at- 
tractive districts open to immigra- 
tion. Even hero in many cases this 
racial probability is reversed or 
equalized by some cause which works 
in opposition to race, so that we find 
comfort at every turn. 

The law which we have sought to 
prove is not radically new. Many 
years ago Waitz asserted that moun- 
taineers tended to be lighter in color 
of skin than the people of the plains, 
educing some interesting evidence to 
that effect from the study of primi- 
tive peoples.
